Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 26-31 , Claims 26-31 stand 
rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph for failing to provide appropriate antecedent basis of recited claim terminology. As such, the 
metes and bound of the language of claims 28-31 can not be ascertained. With no "convex portion" having been introduced within claim 21 
it is not clear as to what the language of claims 30 or 31 is directed. With no "convex portion" having been introduced within either of claims 
1 and 12 it is not clear as to what the language of claims 26 or 27 is directed. Likewise, with no "convex portion" having been introduced 
within claim 1 7 it is not clear as to what the language of claims 28 or 29 is directed. Claims 28 and 29 would be entered if submitted in a 
separate, timely filed amendment canceling the non-allowable claim(s) and would be allowable with claims 17-19. 

Applicants' arguments with respect to the rejections involving prior art appear directed to the claims as proposed within the after 
final response and as such are not deemed persuasive..
